THIS week the View From Lyme Regis is calling on 
the people of Lyme to rally round to ensure that the 
resort’s biggest summer attraction for the past 40 
years continues. 

The RNLI Guild, organisers of Lifeboat Week, an¬ 
nounced last week that in future they will have to pay 
a fee of at least £12,000 for the RAF’s crack aerobatic 
team, the Red Arrows, to appear in Lyme again. 

The news is a huge blow to Lyme’s tourism industry 
with Red Arrows day estimated by some to bring in 
£250,000 to the local economy, as well as raising 
thousands for the RNLI. 

In a bid to save the Red Arrows’ future visits to the 
town, this newspaper is co-ordinating a meeting of 
community leaders and Lifeboat Week supporters to 
explore ways of raising the money.

BOB Carter lives in Honiton with his wife Ros 
and works with Honiton Cats Protection, a 
charity that helps cats find new homes. He 
has risen from adopter, to secretary, to the 
new co-ordinator of the branch. 


• HOW did you become involved with Honiton 
Cats Protection? 

My wife would be classed as an Ailurophile, and 
started fostering with Honiton cats Protection in 
1992, and I helped her with looking after the foster 
cats and going on home visits. 

In 2003 I became Secretary for the Branch, and 
continued with assisting my wife fostering, catching 
strays occasionally, going to checkthe suitability of 
homes, when people want to adopt cats etc. 


• WHAT are the most rewarding things about 
helping animals? 

Fostering can be very rewarding, Late one night 
we picked up a cat from Turks Head. It was badly 
injured as its collar was around her head and paw. 
After many visits to the vets, her injury was no bet¬ 
ter, so the vets did a skin graft, which, after three 
months' care did the job. Following advertising 
Phoebe, as we called her, was reunited with her 
original owners. She had been gone for more than 
a year, and the owners had given her up for lost, 
so it really was a happy ending. 



Getting enough volunteers to help with fostering 
the cats in our care, and also to help in our shop 
in the High street, which is our biggest source of 
weekly income, in order to be able to do what we 
do. We do need another fosterer and shop volun¬ 
teers are welcomed with open arms. 


• APART from fostering cats what other aims 
does Honiton Cats Protection have? 

One of Cats Protection's aims is to try to stop too 
many unwanted cats. This year we have been run¬ 
ning a scheme for neutering and microchipping 
for the EX14 area for £10. Last year we neutered 
266 cats, and this year so far about 100, we hope 
in the long term this will assist in reducing home¬ 
less felines. 


Being involved in this work also has sometimes 
unintended results, in the last few years some of 
the foster cats have "adopted" us and have come 
out of the pen into our home and we wouldn't be 
without them now! 


• ANY unusual incidents? 

WE had a mother with some six-week-old kittens, 
who had not been socialised. My wife Ros warned 
me that they were a bit feral, but I said they were 
only six weeks and needed to be handled, I picked 
one up, and within an instant the kitten had sunk 
his teeth in my little finger, they only have their 
baby teeth at that stage, but it was like a few nee¬ 
dles going in! It was slightly embarrassing going 
to Honiton A&E to get it seen to! (I needed a large 
tetanus jab). 


• WHAT other challenges does the organisa¬ 
tion face? 


• YOU'VE been fostering cats from the Cats 
Protection since 1992? 

I HAVE always had cats, from a very young age and 
they never stop being entertaining. We had a "cat 
proof"fence built around our back garden, partly 
to let some of the foster cats have a bit more free¬ 
dom. At the time we had two cats called Betty and 
Boop, who we let out in the fenced area. Within 
about two minutes of being let out, Boop had 
climbed the fence, and got onto the roof of the 
bungalow, and we then spent the next hour trying 
to coax her down! These two cats were homed to 
a lady in Honiton, who soon became ourTreasurer, 
so cats help with making new friends! 


• YOU became the co-coordinator of the 
branch, what's that like? 

It can be quite challenging at times dealing with 
some difficult issues, there are occasions when 
you need to take some difficult decisions, for ex¬ 
ample if a cat has serious health problems, but 
there are fortunately many more times when we 
find a lovely new owner a feline companion, and 
we get photos of the adopted cat in their new 
home.

• HOW many members does Honiton Branch 
have? 

We are a small branch covering the EX14 area and 
have between 30 to 40 members, membership is 
only £8 a year and you get our small magazine 
three times a year to keep you in touch with every¬ 
thing. 

HOW many cats do you help each year? 

Last year we rehomed 42 cats, and kittens, to¬ 
gether with helping reuniting strays with their 
owners, ferals and other cats in need. 


• DOES any of your funding go to the national 
organisation? 

No, all monies raised in the shop or other fundrais¬ 
ing goes directly to help cats and kittens in the 
Honiton area only. We do get a grant to help with 
neutering, but we keep all money that we raise in 
the area. We really are a local charity. 


Your local newspaper team... 
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Shuttle bus service to operate 
during Church Street closure 


BUS company First has struck an 
agreement with Dorset County 
Council to arrange a shuttle bus 
between Lyme Regis and Axmin- 
ster whilst Church Street is closed 
for six weeks due to several prop¬ 
erties being renovated. 

First said they were not consulted over 
the road closure and would not be able to 
run buses through Lyme whilst the work 
was being carried out. 

But following an uproar from regular 
passengers, who faced having to travel to 
Hunters Lodge or Charmouth to catch the 
bus, First have come to an arrangement 
with Dorset Travel and Dorset County 
Council. 

First have issued the following state¬ 
ment: “The closure has been put in place 
by Dorset County Council’s Highways 
Department following a request from a 
developer without prior consultation with 
us as to what impact the closure would

have on our bus services in the town. 

“As a result, from September 15th until 
September 26th, Service X53 will run 
hourly and serve the west end of Lyme 
Regis. Buses will serve the Co-op and 
will operate via Silver Street, Pound 
Street and Pound Road. Buses to and 
from Exeter will continue along Sid- 
mouth Road. 

“However, Service X31 will not serve 
Lyme Regis for the duration of the clo¬ 
sure. Customers wishing to travel to and 
from Axminster will need to change at 
Hunters Lodge. 

“From September 27th, Service X31 
will become the X51. On most journeys, 
Service X53 will no longer serve Sid- 
mouth Road. Instead it will operate via 
Axminster and will therefore no longer 
serve Lyme Regis. 


“Regrettably, we will not be able to 
serve the Charmouth side of Lyme Regis 
during the road closure. The Jurassic 
Coaster route is a very important part of 
our bus network in Dorset and East 
Devon. This is the reason why we have 
increased the frequency of buses running 
between Bridport, Lyme Regis and 
Axminster. 

“We do offer our sincere apologies for 
the inconvenience these necessary 
changes to our services will cause our 
customers. We hope that going forward, 
we will be able to consult more closely 
with the county council’s highway team 
with a view to developing sustainable 
plans to minimise the impact on public 
transport during unavoidable road clo¬ 
sures.” 

Church Street closed this week for 
works to be carried out to private proper¬ 
ties, and is expected to remain closed for 
up to six weeks. 


Police helicopter search

Police have been making en¬ 
quiries today, visiting properties 
in the Charmouth Road and 
Church Street area, and the Na¬ 
tional Police Air Service helicop¬ 
ter circled the town assisting 
with the search for a suspect. No 
arrests have been made.

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Residents and visitors pledge 
funds for Red Arrows display 


LYME Regis residents and visitors have started pledging their sup¬ 
port for future Red Arrows displays in the town, after organisers 
of Lifeboat Week said they cannot find sufficient funds for their 
star attraction. 

The Lyme Regis and Charmouth RNLI Guild, which organises 
Lifeboat Week, announced last week that it would have to pay 
more than £12,000 for the RAF's crack aerobatic team to appear 
in future years, and almost £3,000 for the RAF Falcons parachute 
display team. 

The Red Arrows and Falcons, whose thrilling displays annually 
attract huge crowds to the town raising thousands for the RNLI, 
have previously appeared in Lyme Regis free of charge as a thank 
you to the lifeboat crew for its voluntary services, but display fees 
will apply in future due to the transition of search and rescue serv¬ 
ices from the RAF to a civilian contractor. 

As usual the RNLI Guild applied for a visit from the Red Arrows 
almost immediately after this year's Lifeboat Week, during which 
both displays were rained off. In their response it was stated that 
the current charge for the Red Arrows was £12,184 and the Fal¬ 
cons £2,939 and these costs were likely to rise next year. 

The RNLI guild said that they were unable to find sufficient 
funds from donations in Lifeboat Week to pay for these dis¬ 
plays, and thanked the Red Arrows and RAF Falcons for their 
support over many years. 

A spokesperson said: "For many years we have been very 
fortunate with the Red Arrows and the RAF Falcons visiting 
the town in Lifeboat Week and supporting the RNLI charity 
free of charge. Their stunning displays have been a huge at¬ 
traction to residents and visitors alike, and we know their in¬ 
clusion in the programme of events has been responsible 
for raising many thousands of pounds for our charity. 

"Regrettably, we cannot find sufficient funds from dona¬ 
tions in Lifeboat Week to pay for these displays. The pres¬ 
ence of these two magnificent teams will be sorely missed 
by thousands of people, but this year - when they could not fly 
because of the weather - we felt we were still able to provide 
plenty of family events, and donations were not severely affected. 
Our final figure for this year's week is in the region of £25,000. 

"Finally, we would like to extend our deep gratitude to the men 
and women of the Red Arrows and the RAF Falcons and, indeed, 
the Ministry of Defence, for their wonderful support for our 
fundraising over many years." 

A separate statement posted later on the Lifeboat Week Face- 
book page said: "Lyme Regis and Charmouth RNLI, although dis¬ 
appointed that the Red Arrows will not be part of Lifeboat Week 
next year, are not seeking alternative funding or discussing any 
plans to do so. However we are already in the process of planning 
events for next year with all our old favourites included and some 
new ideas. We are looking forward to another successful week 
and your valued support in raising funds to help save lives at sea." 

But residents and visitors have refused to accept that the Red 
Arrows will never grace the skies of Lyme Bay again, with many 
suggesting alternative ways of funding the displays. 




An online fundraising page has now 
been launched by local resident Cameron Hodder, whose father 
served as a lifeboat crew helmsman for 20 years. The page aims 
to raise £17,500 in just a month so the Red Arrows and Falcons 
can return in 2016, with £270 pledged 
so far. 

The website only allows fundraising 
campaigns to run for a month, and 
Cameron is also keen that funds are 
raised quickly before display dates 
during Lifeboat Week are booked up. 

"Having grown up with Lifeboat 
Week, it just wouldn't be the same 
without the Red Arrows and Falcons. 

Approximately 20,000 people come to 
see them display. Everyone's so gen¬ 
erous already, but if each of those 
people gave 88 pence here, we'd 
reach the target and be able to see 
them in 2016," he said.

Is it possible to 
raise the money? 

THE answer to that question is that 
we don't know - but surely we 
should try? 

A crowdfunding scheme has al¬ 
ready been set up by Cameron Hod- 
der - a good old Lyme fishing family 
name - with the target of raising 
£17,500 in a month to pay for the Ar¬ 
rows and the Falcons to return to 
Lyme in 2016. 

At the time of going to press, £270 
had been donated. 

The View from Lyme Regis is in 
the process of investigating other 
fundraising initiatives and this news¬ 
paper understands that it may still 
be possible to secure a date during 
next year's Lifeboat Week (July 23rd- 
30th). 

We are talking to a number of com¬ 
munity leaders and high profile RNLI 
supporters who are backing our 
campaign to Save The Arrows. 

The RNLI Guild, which organises 
the annual Lifeboat Week, have 
made it clear they are not in a posi¬ 
tion to mount a fundraising cam¬ 
paign themselves so it would have 
to be a community effort. 

Among those supporting our cam¬ 
paign are the Mayor, Owen Lovell, 
and top chef Mark Hix, who is a big 
supporter of the RNLI, having raised 
thousands for Lifeboat over the 
years. 

Raising funds for a visit by the Red 
Arrows happened in other towns, so 
there is o reason to think that we 
can't do it in Lyme. 


I S there a sight that stirs 
the heart and fosters 
Britishness more than 
the Red Arrows soaring in 
over Lyme Bay? 

If there is, I have yet to see it. 

I have a personal reason for 
wanting the Red Arrows to con¬ 
tinue their association with our 
town that goes back more than 
40 years - an association which 
has helped raise thousands of 
pounds for one of Britain’s 
favourite charities, the RNLI, 
and boosted the local economy 
by hundreds of thousands. 

A summer in Lyme without the 
Red Arrows is akin to Rio with¬ 
out its carnival. 

I was responsible for bringing 
them to Lyme in the first place. 
This is how it happened. 

From the age of 19 - for ten 
years -1 was secretary of Lyme 
Regis Regatta & Carnival. With 
a band of a dozen or so locals 
who always took Regatta Week 
off to help out, we built one of 
the biggest events of its kind 
along the south coast. 


In 1978 - my last year as re¬ 
gatta secretary - the week’s pro¬ 
gramme cost £8,000 - at today’s 
value that would be a staggering 
£44,000. And we still made a 
small profit! 

In the early 70s -1 think it was 
1973 -1 was on holiday in Jersey 
with my brother and sister-in- 
law, John and Chris, and a great 
family friend, regatta president 
Ivor Curtis, who went on to be¬ 
come a councillor and mayor. 

It was RAF Week in Jersey 
whilst we were there, the big at¬ 
traction being the Red Arrows. I 
had never seen anything like it 
before; they were simply breath¬ 
taking. 

Ivor was always quick to spot 
an opportunity and told me: 
“Evans, when we get home you 
should try and get the Red Ar¬ 
rows during Regatta Week” 

As soon as I got back to Lyme 
I wrote to the Ministry of De¬ 
fence and got an immediate 
reply saying they would be de¬ 
lighted to appear that August. 

Their arrival was greeted with 
much anticipation and a crowd

who brought the Arrows to 
Lyme for the first time 
in the 1970s 


much larger than we usually at¬ 
tracted. I shall never forget that 
first display. Everyone was 
looking out to sea when Red 10 
announced: “Ladies and gentle¬ 
men, we proudly present the 
Red Arrows”. 

Exhilarating 

And within a nano-second 
they screamed in over our heads 
from the back of town when we 
all expected them to come in 
over the sea. It was exhilarating 
and little did we know that was 
a thrill that would be experi¬ 
enced by tens of thousands of 
people over the next 40 years. 

Richard Fox, who went on to 
become one of Lyme’s most 
passionate promoters, had re¬ 
cently moved to the town to 
take over the Cobb Arms s and 
he played an important part in 
launching Lifeboat Week. 

Richard saw a chance and 


grabbed it and the next year the 
Red Arrows appeared again, not 
during Regatta Week but in 
Lifeboat Week. 

It caused a few heated argu¬ 
ments but we soon settled our dif¬ 
ferences and members of the 
Regatta Committee collected 
money during the Lifeboat Week 
display that second year. 

We soon realised that an aero¬ 
batic display sat more comfort¬ 
ably within the Lifeboat Week 
programme ensuring an annual 
visit without cost as a thank you 
from the RAF for the rescue serv¬ 
ice performed by the lifeboat 
crew. 

Had it stayed as a regatta event 
there would have been a charge 
many years ago. This summer, for 
instance, the Arrows appeared at 
Sidmouth Regatta for a fee of 
£15,000. 

Over the years Red Arrows day 
has become the busiest of the 
summer season, a huge money 
spinner for Lifeboat Week. I un¬ 
derstand that collections on the 
day sometime reach £5,000. 

Unfortunately, the Arrows’ per¬ 


formance was called off at the last 
minute this summer because of 
the weather and the other big at¬ 
traction of the week, the Falcons, 
the RAF’s parachute team, also 
had to be cancelled. A fee (some¬ 
thing in excess of £3,000) will 
also have to be paid if they are to 
drift down onto our beach again 
next summer. 

To be honest, I have enough on 
my plate at the moment but be¬ 
cause of my early involvement 
with the Red Arrows relationship 
with Lyme, I feel compelled to try 
to do something. Since Sunday I 
have spoken to a number of peo¬ 
ple in the town who say they will 
give their backing. 

We don’t want to tread on the 
toes of the RNLI Guild who have 
worked so hard over the years 
making Lifeboat Week what it is 
today. I understand they are not in 
a position to take on fundraising 
of such magnitude. 

I think we should come together 
as a town - because in many ways 
the Red Arrows display is a town 
event. We may fail - but at least 
we will have tried.

And leaders of Superfast Dorset are urging more 
households with access to sign up to ensure the 
project is a success. 

Dugald Lockhart, Superfast Dorset programme 
lead, said: “Superfast broadband can bring you 
benefits, whoever you are. 

“Businesses can improve profitability through 
making efficiencies, enabling staff to work more 
flexibly and allowing sales teams to reach more 
customers. 

“For families, everyone can be online at the same 
time, whether they are shopping, watching catch¬ 
up TV, doing homework or downloading music. 

“And for people living alone, faster broadband 
means they can keep in touch with family and 
friends more easily through social media or Skype. 

“Bridport was the first town enabled through our 
programme, we would like to see more people 
benefitting by getting better connected.” 

Residents will have to contact their Internet 
Service Provider (ISP) to take up the service, as

internet connection does not upgrade automati¬ 
cally. 

The current rollout continues to progress 
throughout Dorset, and to date has provided access 
to more than 55,000 properties. 

In West Dorset, this includes new availability in 
Bridport, Burton Bradstock, Nettlecombe, Power- 
stock, Puncknowle, Corscombe and parts of 
Beaminster. 

Work to provide fibre broadband has started in 
the Marshwood Vale area and Superfast Dorset are 
still working with Highways England to bring 
fibre to Chideock, Morcombelake and properties 
near the East Road (Texaco) roundabout in Brid¬ 
port. 

Businesses are also being encouraged to apply 
for connection vouchers to help cover installation 
costs of better broadband. 

The scheme, which is on a first come, first served 
basis, allows businesses to apply for vouchers 
from £100 to £3,000 and will end when the na¬ 
tional funding pot runs out.

Village hall Lottery grant to 
help improve accessibility 


CHARMOUTH Village Hall will become “acces¬ 
sible for all” thanks to a grant from the Big Lottery 
Fund. 

Members of the Charmouth Village Hall Com¬ 
mittee are delighted to announce that application 
for grant aid from the Big Lottery Fund has been 
successful. 

Chairman David Gillings said: “We are really ex¬ 
cited about our project, which will make Char¬ 
mouth Village Hall ‘accessible for all’ thanks to 
the Big Lottery Fund.

There will also be improved signage and 
colour/tonal contrasting to improve “wayfinding” 
for those with impaired sight. 

Mr Gillings added: “As well as local people, 
there has been interest from a local day care cen¬ 
tre, which likes to take its users out from time to 
time to enjoy different surroundings, but we need 
the venue to be able to accommodate our clients.” 

A spokesperson from the day centre said that vil¬ 
lage halls were “ideal” for such trips and Char¬ 
mouth would be a “particularly interesting place 
to go”, as it is right in the heart of the Jurassic 
Coast. 

“We are delighted at the news and can't wait for 
our first visit,” the spokesperson added. 

Mr Gillings concluded: “We are so lucky to have 
the Big Lottery Fund; projects like ours could not 
go ahead without its financial assistance - it’s bril¬ 
liant and we can't thank them enough.

Sam Merrick, originally hailing from Dorset, 
is a singer of growing repute.

London's Vortex Jazz Club. The Dorset Echo

Philip Clouts is taking some time away from 
his Quartet project, which is about to launch 
a new CD with a tour of England and Scot¬ 
land, to accompany Sam's vocals. Philip has

Frank Sinatra was one of the most popular 


entertainers of the 20th century, forging a ca¬ 
reer as an award-winning singer and film 
actor. Born in New Jersey in 1915, Frank Sina¬ 
tra rose to fame singing big band numbers. 
In the ’40s and '50s, he had a dazzling array 
of hit songs and albums and went on to ap¬ 
pear in dozens of films, winning an Oscar for 
From Here to Eternity. He left behind a mas¬ 
sive catalog of work that includes iconic 
tunes like Fly Me To The Moon and I Get A 
Kick Out Of You. 

Sinatra received a Grammy Lifetime 
Achievement Award and headlined the 1965 
Newport Jazz Festival with Count Basie's Or¬ 
chestra. The 1960s also marked his Las Vegas 
debut, where he continued on for years as a 
main attraction at Caesars Palace. As a found¬ 
ing member of the "Rat Pack," alongside 
Sammy Davis Jr. and Dean Martin, Sinatra 
came to epitomize the hard-drinking, wom¬ 
anizing, gambling swinger—an image con¬ 
stantly reinforced by the popular press and 
Sinatra's own albums. With his modern edge 
and timeless class, even the radical youth had

Electric power 

The Audi e-tron quattro concept uses the 
power of three electric motors: One electric 
motor drives the front axle, the two others act 
on the rear.Total output is 320 kW.The driver 
can even mobilise 370 kW and over 800 Nm 
(590.0 Ib-ft) of torque temporarily while boost¬ 
ing. The concept study thus performs like a 
sports car. When the driver floors the throttle 
pedal, the Audi e-tronquattro concept sprints 
from a standstill to 62mph in 4.6 seconds and 
quickly reaches the electronically governed 
top speed of 130mph. 

The concept with three electric motors 
which Audi is presenting for the first time 
makes the technology study an e-tron quat¬ 
tro.

The large lithium-ion battery is integrated 
into the floor of the passenger compartment.

DAN and Jenny Jaffe were recently welcomed back into 
Lyme Harbour by Lyme Regis Sailing Club members and 
friends after a successful 3 Vi month clockwise sail around 
UK in their yacht Goodwill' which is berthed in Lyme 
harbour. 

Passing Land's End, the passage took them north to 
Pembrokeshire, across to the Republic of Ireland, on up 
to Northern Ireland, then back across to the islands of 
Scotland's west coast. 

Passing through the Caledonian canal, the 29 foot boat 
reached Inverness and continued down the east coast, 
back to England, through the Fame Islands to Norfolk 
and Suffolk. 

Crossing the Thames Estuary to round Ramsgate, be¬ 
fore they entered the warmer climes of the south coast, 
stopping in Brighton and Lymington before reaching the 
home waters of Dorset.

HAVING retired from this year’s
